Laboratory  facilities  for  bacteriological  purposes  are  provided  by  the  PuJ^ic 
Health  Laboratories  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  Taunton,  and  at  Canynge  Hall,  Whatley 
Road,  Bristol,  and  for  analytical  purposes  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall, 
Taunton.  Atmospheric  analyses  are  done  by  the  Bristol  City  Analyst  by  arrangement 
with  the  County  Council.

9.  FIRST  AID  POST. 

This  voluntary  and  locally  financed  organisation  has  carried  on  its  good  work. 

Patients  received  3,508  treatments,  which  include  the  use  of  Ultra-violet,  Infra¬ 
red  and  Radiant  Heat  lamps. 

A  Foot  Clinic  was  well  attended  by  Old  Age  Pensioners,  and  very  nuoh  appreciated. 
The  nurse  in  charge  of  this  goes  regularly  to  several  members  who  are  unable  to 
attend  the  Post. 

The  Commandant  organised  a  sesdnf or  Blood  Donors  and  nearly  100  gave  their  blood-

11.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  and  there  has  been  no  shor¬ 
tage  of  supply  at  any  time.  The  water  is  still  very  hard  and,  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  there  was  some  increase  in  hardness,  apparently  due  to  the  fact  tha.t  more 
of  the  extremely  hard  local  water  had  to  be  used  because  of  shortage  in  other  drainage 

areas. 

The  Company  takes  regular  bacteriological  tests  and  one  is  confident  of  its 
purity. 

Jk  copy  of  the  Report  of  the  County  Analyst’s  Chemical  .Analyses  over  the  year 
is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  1395  dwelling  houses  of  the  Urban  District  are  all  supplied  with  water 
direct  to  the  houses,  covering  the  whole  population. 

12.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  District  is  fully  sewered  except  for  the  north-west  portion  from  Nore  Road 
at  the  Golf  House  westwards  to  Redoliffe  Bay  (North  Weston  Parish  of  Long  Ashton 
Rural  District).  Here  there  is  Cesspool  drainage.

Comment. 

The  urgency  of  the  need  for  material  improvement  in  the  present  sewerage  system 
was  brought  to  light  by  the  pollution  of  the  rhine  at  .Albert  Road  and  the  over¬ 
flowing  of  the  manholes  at  the  Lake  Grounds  and  in  Slade  Road  in  times  of  storm. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  reported  on  the  system  in  May  1  951 ,  and  put^forward  a 
scheme  involving  tunnelling  through  the  hill  to  a  new  outfall  at  Battery  xoint. 

The  estimated  cost  was  £175.800. 

The  serious  failure  of  the  drainage  early  in  the  year  led  the  Council  to  seek 
further  advice  from  the  Consultants,  v/ho  submitted  a  further  scheme  in  June  entailing 
the  installation  of  a  further  pumping  station,  a  new  sewer  and  rising  main,  together 
with  tidal  storage  tank  and  Penstock  chamber.  Tho  relief  sewer  mentioned  unaer 
’Future  Proposals’  was  included  in  the  proposals,  and  the  total  estimated  cost_v/as 

£42.000  in  all. 

There  con  be  no  doubt  of  the  necessity  of  the  Council  having  to  involve  itself 
in  this,  or  similar,  heavy  capital  expenditure  as  soon  as  possible  to  overcome  the 
nuisance  and  danger  to  public  health  of  overflowing  sewage  in  its  streets  and  public 
places. 
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13*  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


House  refuse  is  removed  by  direct  labour,  using  a  Karrier  Bantam  Motor  vehicle 
to  provide  a  weekly  collection  from  all  houses  and  shops  in  the  District,  Trade 
waste  is  collected,  except  from  the  large  factories,  and  paper,  scrap  iron  and  rags 
are  separated  and  sold.

17.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

This  is  kept  under  regular  observation  by  monthly  analyses  from  apparatus 
stationed  in  the  Port,  on  South  Road  and  at  Meadow  Farm. 

A  copy  of  the  County  Analyst’s  Report  is  appended  to  this  Report. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  material  Phosphorus  pollution  of  the  atmos¬ 
phere  from  Albright  &  Wilson’  rf  Factory,  though  amounts  of  Phosphine  were  found 
the  effluent  from  the  works* 

Numerous  serious  complaints  were  however  received  from  residents  in  the  first 
months  of  the  year  in  respect  of  the  offensive  and  irritating  fumes,  smell  an 
noise  from  the  factory.  Proceedings  were  initiated  and  an  injunction  obtaine 
from  the  Attorney  General.  Serious  efforts  have  now  been  made  by  the  Company  to 
abate  the  nuisance  and  the  matter  is  kept  under  constant  observation. 
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17.  j-JMOSmERIC  POLLUTION  (Contd). 

Smoke  and  Dust  from  the  Tower  Station  can  still  rise  to  a  high  nuisance  level. 
The  public  health  risk  is  difficult  to  assess  but  is  probably  high.  The  analysis 
figures  would  tend  to  show  a  generally  lower  level  for  ’solids1,  but  it  must  be 
remembered  the  estimation  is  of  solids  brought  down  with  rainfall  and  that  1955  was 
a  particularly  diy  year.  Recent  figures  sho.7  a  tendency  for  estimation  to  rise 
to  very  high  levels,  coinciding  with  increased  public  complaint.

19.  CONCLUSION. 


In  conclusion,  I  feel  I  mist  review  the  problems  that  your  Council  has  to 
face,  so  many  of  which  have  public  health  aspects.  In  the  course  of  its  develop¬ 
ment  from  a  quiet  almost  rural  village  to  an  industrial  centre,  many  serious  prob¬ 
lems  arise  causing  anxieties  far  above  the  routine  worries  of  a  District  Council. 

Housing.  The  increasing  burden  on  public  rates  of  loan  charges  for  the  erection 

of  houses  to  accommodate  the  staffs  of  the  new  industries,  with  a  totally 
inadequate  contribution  from  them. 

The  improvement,  by  statutory  action,  of  seme  of  the  conditions  of 
housing  cannot  be  tackled  until  there  is  adequate  new  housing  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  tenants. 

Road  Traffic • 


The  main  artery  of  traffic  is  the  narrow  High  Street.  Over  this  pass 
vehicles  carrying  all  the  increase  of  material,  often  heavy,  being  used 
in  the  construction  of  the  new  addition  to  the  Tower  Station,  and  of  the 
housing  estates.  Very  heavy  traffic  is  involved  in  the  removal  of 
ashes  from  the  Tower  Station,  and  slag  from  the  Phosphorus  \7orks,  a 
process  that  can  be  offensive  as  well  as  troublesome.  There  is  also 
greatly  increased  passenger  traffic,  greater  at  holiday  times,  from 
visitors. 

The  need  of  a  main  By-pass  Road  is  obvious.

Only  constant  vigilance  keeps  these  under  any  sort  of  control.  Co¬ 
operation,  beyond  promise,  is  often  difficult  to  obtain  from  the  offen¬ 
ders.
